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Felix Winchester Magee was a grandson of Jacob Magee and Mary Scott, through 
: Daniel. Felix wrote his family record for his youngest son Philip 
vy, only a few years before Felix died in 1901. My husband is a great 
grandson of Philip Henry and his first, wife Addie Lee Matthews. apna eait ly the 
original record was at one time in the hands of a son (E. R. Magee} of Philip 
Henry and his second wife Icy Hammond. . About twenty years ago an uncle of wy 
hu 
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isband worked on. the Magee family history; his records were left with his son 
after his death. I have recently received from him, through another cousin, a 
copy of Felix's record. I don't know if this cousim.has the original or if his 
father had gotten.a copy from his.uncle.E..R. 
The original appears to have been written in a journal, with numbered pages. 
Tn my transcription, the page numbers» in blocks [] are those from the book. 
Felix loved poetry, and there are copies of printed poems pasted throughout the 
book, and some copied by hand. Apparently Felix wrote age to relatives to 
compile his genealogy, and copied their replies into his book. I’ve noticed a 
few mistakes, obviously made in copying. I've copied the names as they were 
written; some are spelled differently each time mentioned. Considering he didn't 
have a Xerox machine or typewriter, I think Felix did a pretty good job. 


Even thougi Felix moved to Texas, there is a lot of data about the Mis 
families he left behind. I would have appreciated more dates, but at i 
names give me something to work with. 


Does the area in MS you are researching include Hinds and Madison Counties? I 
need some help with Ewing and Ross families in those areas, up to about 1870. 


If you know cf anyone with information on Felix's grandfather Jacob Magee and 
his ancestors, I would appreciate it if you would pass along my address to them. 
I've picked up a little on Jacob from *P, but nothing is documented and some of 
it conflicts. Thanks for any help.

Hazelhurst, April 21st 13897 


My Dear sir and Kinsman. I received your very wellcome letter of April 14th and 
take much pleasure in giving you all the information that I can. It has been 
a long time since you left Copiah Co and of course there is a great change in 
people and looks of the country. Nearly all of the old people of your age are 
dead and young ones have taken their places. Covnsin Martha and Dr. Jne 
Catching's wife are all of the old ones left on Pearl River. I will give you - 
a list of the family from my father’s old Bible and other information that my 
mother Lourinda Catching has told me. I think that I am the oldest Catching man 
living, 62 years old the 24 of July, except robert catching, son of Benjamin H. 
I have other kin descendants of the Catching family that is older than T am. 
Some of this is a duplicate record taken from Pa's old family Bible. William 
Catching born 15 Oct 1799. My mother Harriet Lfourinda] Smith Catching, 12 Jun 
1807, and married 12 Feb 1821. They had 5 children. Matilda Catching born 9th 
1822, Jane B. Catching born 6 Mar 1825, William Warren Catching born 4 Sep 1829,

you can find out for 200 years back. I have been corresponding with Mr. John 
A. M. Pasmore of Philadelphia PA who claims to be a descendant of the catching 
family. He writes me that he has looked up 2000 of our family. He is writing 
a history of the family in two books of 5006 pages to each book. I would advise 
you to write to him (John A. M. Pasmore, Philadelphia PA) and you can get all 
the information you want. The two books will cost you $10, our family (1 volume) 
$5. The Catching family came from the Moores, Maryland and Pensilvania, came 
from England and landed in the U. §. 1671, so says Pasmore. TI would be pleased 
to meet you and have you to visit me. Laurence Dickson came to see me in 1857. 
I have not heard from him since. I did not know what had become of Dr. Massie's 
family. The Dickson family are my closest kin. I often see the Dickson grave 
yard. The place is now owned by Ed Conn and is still a good place. I would like 
for you to call on Mary Miller and Charles Bullock at Garland TY. Montgomery 
Norman, Aunt Caroline Catching's son, has a son in Texas. He is a mail 
distributer on a RR running from Dallas, Texas. If you will write to me again 
for information I will do all that TI can to get it for you. The country has 
changed a great deal since you left. When you were here all the wealth was on 
the extreme eastern and western parts of the county. Now the wealth is in the 
hills or Cristal part of the Co. We have one manufacturer in town. Wess [on] 
& two other large towns Hazelhurst and Cc. Springs with about 800 inhabitants to

town. In Copiah our population is 40,000, is a fine class county in the state. 
I live near Hazelhurst. I sold my father's old place [to] Barney Allen, a son 
of E. H. Allen. Cousin Martha Allen I think is 86 years old and is getting very 
feeble. I don't think she will live long. Will you have our Joe Baily in your 
state. I know him like one of my own children. He is a good boy. He was raised 
in Hazelhurst. I hope you will excuse me for his time and write to me again.

From the ages of her father's older 
children, her grandfather William Dickson came to America prior to 1730 and 
settled on Tiger [River] South Carolina. William Dickson had a son, Gen. David 
Dickson, your mother's grandfather. By his 3 several wives. By his first wife, 
William Hugh and Mike. Hugh moved from GA to Denton Co TX about 1850, died many 
years ago. His son Columbus lived and died in Denton Co TX many years ago, had 
a son going to school some years ago. Mike moved from GA to AL and settled at 
Pine Level [Montgomery Co] AL, left a large family. This I learned from Ex Gov. 
William H. Smith of AL, son of Mrs. Nancy Smith, your mother's aunt. Mrs. N.

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camp ground when I received your welcome letter and met Uncle Peter. He was 
delighted when I told him that I had just received a letter from you and that 
you had asked about him. he said for me to send his love to all of you, that 
he would be delighted to see you all one more time. 

Cousin Elbert H. Allen died on the 3rd of Aug and was buried at the old 
place, in the old family grave yard. He was a good citizen, and said that he 
was ready and prepared to die. I wrote in my others that he had joined the 
church, I hope and believe that he has gone to a better world. Let us live our 
lives so as to be able to meet him there.
